BECOMING A 
- BARRISTER 


NE evening, I 

through the lovely gardens 
of. Gray’s Inn, across the troe- 
covered Jnawns.of ‘Lincoln’s Inn, 
and down to my own Inn of 
Court, Middle Temple. All the 
way, I noticed tiny, winding 
passages ‘with old-world shops, 
statloners, and offices on either 
side. In the Inns themselves 
were the. stern, three-storeyed 
buildings that are, in general, 
typical of barristers’ chambers. 


‘ At the bottom of Middle Temple 
Lane, I saw a number of students, 
and, around the corner, there was 
another group, wearing win and 
gown. * 


But they were not barristers—at 
Jeast, pot yet. That evening, as 
they stood round the fountain, 
chatting, they were expecting, the 
big moment when they would be 
called to the Bar. At seven o'clock 
we eritered the dining ‘hall, robed, 
and mnde our way to the tables for 
dinner, For them, it was the end 
of a long 'rond of study ond training; 
for me, it was the beginning. My 
first dinner. 


INNS OF COURT 


Mest people know that to become 


n barrister it {s usual, and, 
indeed, necessury, to cat a certain 
number of dinners, But in addl- 


tion, of course, thefe is the much 
more serlous side of studying and 
sitting for cxaminations. For the 
student, it 1s a most interesting and 


fascinating experience. 


First of all, let me explain “the 
working of the entire organisation. 
There are four Inns of Court: Gray’s 
Inn, Lincoln's Inn, Middle Temple, 
and Inner Temple. 


The student is free to join any 
of.these. He pays his entrance fee, 
and becomes a member. This en- 
titles him to use the library, attend 
lectures; and use the reading rooms. 
Before the war, there were tennis 
and also 
a cricket team. But there is o sing- 
ular Inck of emphasis on sport of 
any kind, These Inns are, essen- 
tially, training grounds for lawyers. 


Now 1 have used the word lawyers 
for a particular reason. So many 
people use it in the general sense, 
when referring to barristers or so- 
leftors, and.{t might be just as well 
to say here that the Inns train 
students {o become barristers, not 
solicitors. In other words, the pro- 
fession of solicitor has nothing to 
do with the Inns of Court, 


At the head of each Inn Js a 
pody,—the.- members __of 


strolled|: 


Several members of the Royal 
Family’ have been admitted 
members of the Bor, among them 
King Edward VII, HLR.H. the Duke 
of Windsor, in 1919, when Prince 
of Wales, and Her Majesty ‘Queen 
Elizabeth. : : 


So that the Inns have been tradl- 
tionally Mnied with great names. 
It $s, therefore; with no little awe 
that the student at the Bar embarks 
upon the tank of becoming a bar- 
rister. And, here, 1 must say a word 
or two about the course of study. 


There {s, at present, n set course 
of study, divided Into two parts, 
namely ‘part one’ ond the ‘finals ‘ 
The student Is required to satisfy 
examiners ‘in four subjects to com- 
plete part one, and in nbout a dozen 
for the finnls, He may, however, 
do each subject of part onc sepnrate- 
ty, or, {f. he so desires, sit for all 
at once. The beginner finds it more 
convenient to do one first, then, 
perhaps, two the next time, and the 
fourth Inter on. It fs purely oa mat- 
ter of ability and taste. 


These four subjects are Roman 
law, the contitutional law of Britain, 
the Inw of contract and tort, and 
the Iaw of real property. You will 
always hear students debating as to 
what’ Is the use of having to do 
Roman Inw, just us many school- 
boys get inditnant about having to 
plod through Latin. . 


But the answer in both cases is 
the sume: they have their uses. Be- 
sides which, Roman law is as good 
nn introduction to the study of law 
as the beginner can find anywhere. 


EXAMINATIONS 


OWEVER, having attended Icc- 

tures or read privately, you take 
your cxaminations, I remember 
how many of us used to go up to 
one of the London newspaper offices 
at about half-past twelve at night, 
and wait for the first editlon to get 
results of our examinations. I can 
also recall an occasion during the 
alr-raids when our examinations 
were interrupted by the siren. We 
all took cover, and were allowed 
extra time afterwards. : 


Then, there was the morning on 
which two friends and myself ar- 
rived at the Temple, to find the 
brary completely wrecked by a 
landmine, just a fortnight before 
examinations. We were immediately 
roped-in to assist in sorting books 
and manuscripts out of the dust and 
broken glass. It must have been fate 
that rewarded us with success In 
the finals. : 


In normal times, the call-to-the- 
Bar ceremony ts a grand affair. As 
I said carlicr, you wear your wig 
and gown for the first time, and, 
after dinner, the successful finalists 
proceed to the benchers' table to be 
congratulated and admitted.

So, if you are 
taking a lnw degree at, sny, Oxford 
or Cambridge, you find Bar dinners 
a strand excuse for spending a week- 
end in London. i 


COLONIAL STUDENT 


OW what happens ‘after all that? 
Most colonial students return to 
thelr countries after qualifying at 
the Bar, to practise at home, Some 
colonies, Hike the Gold Const, require 
students, after passing out, to read 
in chambers at the English Bar be- 
fore being admitted to the Bar in 
their own country. 


This means that, if you are lucky, 
you will be taken in as a pupil 
borrister, under the guldance of an 
older and experienced counsel. 1 
any lucky, because so many barris- 
ters’ chambers have been destroyed 


in alr-raids that there literally is 
not room for all the barristers at 
present practising In London. 


There are, on the average, at Icast 
alx barristers sharing; one ' set of 
chambers. However, If and when 
the newly-qualifled barrister ucts 
into chambers, it is here that he 
first becomes acquainted with the 
rules and customs of practice. As 
you may readily ‘imagine, this ex- 
perience is of great valuc, as it 
brings him Into tuuch, for the first 
time, with the human, os distinct 
from the theoretical side of a bar- 
risters’ training. Here he meets 
clients for the first time; he sees, 
often for the first time, what a brief 
looks like and contains. 


WHAT IT TAKES 


E learns how instructions from 

solicitors are dealt with—that is, 
how to draft a plending, a defence, 
a petition for divorce, an affidavit, 
and a host of other material about 
which no instruction is given to 
the avernge student of law during 
his examination courses, 


It is no over-statement to say 
that when the average student 
leaves the dining hall, wearlng his 
wlg and gown after being called to 
the Bar, he docs not possess the 
fnintest tdea'of tackling a case, be- 
fore either a magistrate or a judge. 

So that in ‘the legal profession, 
more 50, perhaps, than in any other, 
a man having qualified is then only 
in a position to appreciate his res- 
ponsibility and nothing more. In 
other words, having become no bar- 
rister, he is, at first, merely In a 
position to learn what it taxes to 
become a barrister. :
